A paper reu<! at thp meeting of the 


associated chambers of commerce re- 
cently held in San Dimas attempting 
to show that the assessed valuation 
of the property in the .San Gabriel val- 
ley was abnormally high as compared 
with tho rest of the county, based 
largely upon the reported increase of 
the assessed valuation in the valley dur- 
ing the last three years as compared 
with the increase in tho other portions 
of the county. 
• 


It should be the duty of the asses- 


sor, in all cases, to justify all assess- 
ments made, and reductions by the 
board of- supervisors eduld only be 
made in individual cases as prayed for 
by the property owner after a proper 
showing that his assessment was higher 
than Surrounding property of the same 
character. 
This is, however, another feature to 


tho assessed valuation of property in 
tho San Gabriel valley which might 
bo interesting. Practically all of tho 
valley is within one of the following 
high school districts: 
f ' 


Citrus union high school, tnx rate 72c. 
Clarcmont high school, tax rate 50c. 
Covina high school, tax rate (54c. 
Monrovia high school, tax rate 75e. 
Pomona high school, tax rate 75c. . 
Bonita high school, tax rate GOr. 
The minimum tnx rate 
for 
high 


school districts allowed by law is 75c. 
Two of the above mentioned districts 
have already reached this limit, and 
tho remainder, with the exception of 
Clarcmont, are so near tho limit that 
a reduction of 15 per cent, as was 
claimed should bo made in tho asses- 
sed valuation, would not produce'the 
revenues demanded by the budgets of 
these high school districts. 


Either tho high schools in these dis- 


tricts are expending too much, money 
or else the 15 per cent, reduction in tho 
assessed., valuation would cripple the 
schools. 
This is a matter to be do' 


termined by your local board. 


Of the .la.OO collected in your dis 


trict; all except tho 7-1 cents, which 
alone goes to tho county, is expended 
in your lornl district for roads, schools, 
library and flood control. 


Undoubtedly tho property in your 


section ought not to be assessed higher 
in proportion to its value than any 
other part of the county. It is a fact 
however, that your only loss is the 7<i 
cent tax on that excess valuation. 


Tho rate for schools alone in your 


district is $1.80 on $100. 
As stated 


above, whether your schools are using 
too; much money or not is for your 
local board to determine, but a. 15 per* 
cent reduction in your assessed valua' 
tion could not be mado without roduo 
ing 'the funds for your local schools 


In this connection it might be inter 


osting to note that while the pojwla 
tion df Los Angeles county has incroas 
,cd WO' per; cent, in the past ten years 
tho,cost ''of maintaining the seliOols has 
increased 550* per cent, or five and one 
tfel|i times as much as the increase in 
population.
